Still it sheds 
upon that planet 1,000 times as much 
light as the full moon sends to tho 
earth, so that daylight upon Uranus, 
while faint compared with the blaze of 
a terrestrial noonday, is nevertheless a 
very respectable kind of illumination. 


It is a pity that the telescope is able 


to show us very little of tho detail of 
the surface of Uranus. Some faint bands 
or belts, just visible with the most pow- 
erful instruments, are all that can be 
made out. If we could visit Uranus, we 
should probably be greatly surprised, if 
not greatly disappointed. Its average 
density is but a trifle in excess of that 
of water, and of course its surface den- 
sity is far less. 


A voyager from the earth landing on 


Uranus would probably sink almost us 
rapidly as if he had leaped upon one 
of those round white thunderclouds 
which, I'ilcd hi;;]a in air, look KO solid 
and r nowy c ool on a July afternoon. Ho 
could no more walk on tho surface of 
(Lrt world tiuia ho could walk on water.

Shoes and other articles besides bas- 


kets and cabinets are manufactured from 
birch bark by the Russian peasantry. 
The bark from which these articles are 
made is from the inner skin of the Rus- 
sian birch tree, common in almost all 
parts of the empire. It is gathered 
spring and fall, and the process is a very 
simple one. 
An incision is first made 


around the trunk of the tree, and the 
peasants have a knack of tearing or 
tin- 


winding the bark from the starting 
point, which gives them a strip of even 
width that they wind into a ball and 
keep through the winter antil ifc is dry 
enough to use. It is then made into 
shoes, baskets and other useful articles. 
The barks shoes are universally worn 
by tho Russian peasantry. Other shoes 
used in winter are made of sheepa* wooL 
These are manufactured by itinerant 
cobblers who travel from house to house, 
using the peasants' own materials.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

Returns from twenty-five counties in 


Oregou and incomplete returns from 
tb« remaining seven counties give 
Lord, Republican, 40,039 votes; Pierce, 
Populist,25,451 votes; Galloway, Demo- 
crat, 16,870 votes, and Kennedy, Pro- 
hibitionist, 1,926 votes. Hermann, Re- 
publican, in the First District, and 
Ellis, Republican, in the Second Dis- 
trict, are elected by pluralities of over 
9,000 each. 


In the June election in 1892 the Pop- 


ulist vote for Congressmen was 13,458. 
This year it will be very nearly double 
that number. 


The Portland Oregonian, the organ of 


the corporations and the leading Re- 
publican newspaper of the State, de- 
clares : 


A vote for the Republican ticket is a 
vote against Populism; and it is a vote, 
on all main financial and economic 
issues, for the Cleveland Administra- 
tion, against which Populism is as much 
at war as against the Republican party 
itself. 


President Clev--«lrmd is indebted for 
the success of hi.- *-f orts to uphold the 
national credit and to keep the coun- 
try on a sound monetary basis to the 
earnest and disinterested co-operation 
of Republicans in Congress. Since 
Republicans can and do co-operate 
with the Administration at Washing- 
ton, Administration Democrats can 
co-operate with Republicans in Ore- 
gon in affairs where the issues are pre- 
cisely similar and where the opposition 
Is of the same quality.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


The Tariff Bill Almost Shelved. 


WASHINGTON, Jane 12.—In the Senate 


to-day Peffer offered an amendment to 
the wool schedule of the tariff bill, 
transferring wool, the hair of the camel, 
goat, alpaca and like animals to the 
dutiable list, restoring the McKinley 
bill classification bat scaling down the 
rates practically one-half. Under agree- 
ment the Senate went back to para- 
graph 98, imposing a daty of 40 per 
cent on spectacles and other optical 
instruments. Hdar moved to increase 
the rate to 60 per cent, the present rate, 
and spoke in advocacy of the amend- 
ment. 


This afternoon, when only a few Sen- 


ators were present, Mitchell of Oregon 
moved to indefinitely postpone the 
tariff bill. Senators harried from every 
corner of the building and the motion 
was defeated—22 to 25. 


The time of the House was taken up 


until nearly 2 o'clock with filibustering 
upon the bill making an appropriation 
for the maintenance of a home for aged 
and infirm colored people of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. It was finally passed 
and the Indian appropi iation bill was 
taken up. 


•1H.E COAX, STRIKE. 


The Compromise Not Entirely Satisfac- 


tory. 


PiTTHBUBo, June 12.—The settlement 


of the coal strike was received with 
great satisfaction generally, although 
some operators and 'ouners are not 
pleased with the compromise.

P(-fT r of Kansas, who has been repre- 
s ._•.! by the goldbug press of Nevada 
us an out-and-out free trader, offers an 
amendment to the wool schedule, trans- 
ferring wool to the dutiable list and 
restoring Iho McKialey classification, 
but scaling down the rates to about 
one-half. 


It is possible that the amendment 


may be adopted, though it is not satis- 
factory to a majority of either of the 
old parties. The Democrats, who want 
to protect sugar, want wool on the free 
IL.t, and the Republicans, who want 
sugar on the free list, desire a high 
tariff on wool. 
Peffer, who is not 


affiliated with either of the old parties, 
wants wool duMable to the extent of 
six cents per pound on clothing wool, 
such as is produced in Nevada, That 
is about half-way between the two ex- 
tremes of excessive protection and free 
trade. 


In justice to those engaged in wool 


growing, wool should not be put outhe 
free list without giving them oppor- 
tunity to adjust their business to the 
new condition. At present Nevada 
wool, unwashed, is protected by a duty 
of twelve cents per pound. This is 
several cents per pound more than the 
market price of wool in San Francisco, 
yet if the tariff was abolished alto- 
gether, as proposed by the Wilson bill, 
it would doubtless be cheaper. If the 
Peffer amendment prevails it would 
afford six cents per pound protection 
to American woolgrowers, an--, per- 
haps, when silver is remonetized and 
more money put in circulation, in- 
crease the price of wool to that extent.

GOOD BOAU8. 


An indlgpenuible Requirement in a Clvi- 


lizeti Community. 


ED. JOURNAL—The matter which has 


prompted me to trespass upon year 
valuable space, though chiefly of local 
importance may not be without some 
interest to the general public, for I 
think it conveys a lesson which voters 
would do well to bear in mind when 
they select their men for office at the 
next election, namely: to see that the 
right men are put in the right places. 


It will not be disputed that roads are 


an indispensible requirement in a civi- 
lized community, and that the progress 
of a place will be retarded or acceler- 
ated according to the condition and 
situation of its roads. Roads in the 
proper place and kept in good order 
will be worth more to ranchers and 
teamsters in the saving of blacksmith 
bills und time ,'which is money; than 
many people have t.ny idea of. For 
therfe reasons I wish to call attention 
to the condition which obtains here in 
regard to one of our roads, what I 
reckon to be our main artery as it leads 
from town to the country east of the 
Humboidt river, where is situated the 
Kennedy, White Cloud, Bernice and 
Cottomvood mining camps, the gyp- 
sum, iron and antimony mines, the 
wood camps, etc. Now, this road at 
the present moment is in danger of 
being closed up and no provision is be- 
ing made to eupply its place by the 
construction of a new one. The road 
runs through a ranch which has been 
brought under cultivation and is now 
being fenced in. Boards are nailed up 
across the roadway, but as the wire has 
not yet been put on travel is enabled to 
proceed. But in addition to that, and 
what will debar all travel as effectually 
as any fence, water will be turned on to 
irrigate the land and the road will be 
rendered impassable. It is impossible 
to go around the ranch on either side 
without considerable road making on 
account of deep irrigating ditches, and 
the bridge thus being rendered inac- 
cssssible and che river unfcrdable at 
the usual places travel to the mines 
and elsewhere beyond will have to 
make a detour by Oreana, twevle miles 
from here. 


The [rancher, unwilling to put the 


public to inconvenience, has time and 
again in the 
past 
twelve months 


brought the matter to the notice of the 
County Commissioners with the view 
of getting them to make a new road, 
but wearied by their indifference to 
take any action in the matter he has 
been compelled to resort to more 
drastic measures, but whether the com- 
plete stoppage of travel and great in- 
convenience to the public resulting 
therefrom will rouse them from their 
lethargy, if not stupidity, that has 
characterized them in their actions re- 
mains to be seen. 


Besides this the road is in a deplor- 


able condition at another point where 
it is squeezed into a narrow pass be- ] 
tweeu a large slough and the railroad 
track. Here wagons have been capsized 
aud their contents rolled into the deep 
water, and more serious accidents pre- 
vented only by the perilous character 
of the place scaring the drivers of 
teams into unusual carefulness. And 
as a fitting climax to this mismanage- 
ment and culpable disregard of the 
wants of the district on the part of our 
road masters the bridge which spans 
the ditch from the slough and passes 
underneath the railroad track is of 
such narrow dimensions that a header 
cauuot be taken across it, indeed to 
many of our agricultural machines the 
bridge in question is nothing more 
than an obstruction,*and although it 
was not built by the county it is stated 
that the Commissioners voted a con- 
siderable sum toward the cost of its 
construction. 


A certain General Wado was in his 


day a great road maker and in appreci- 
ation of his invaluable services in this 
respect the somewhat characteristic 
lines were penned: 
"If you had seen these roads before they 


up your hands and bless 
were made 
You would hold 
General *ade." 
What is greatly desired here is a 


General Wade to supply us with good 
aud convenient roads in place of, as in 
the present case, a mere makeshift of a 
road which is a disgrace to the county, 
a serious drawback to this progressive 
district, aud a waste of money for the 
ever recurring patching which it under- 
goes. When that end has been accom- 
plished we, too, no doubt, will be 
prompted to hold up our hands and 
bless the man we owe it to.

Nature's freaks of fancy afLn->l a 


strange study. People are constantly 
sending to the National museum .- up- 
posed fossil animals and other oddities 
which are in reality mere accidental 
forms carved by water. A pebble in a 
stream gathers about itself grains of 
sand until an odd shaped lump is 
made. A favorite shape for such lumps 
Is that of a turtle with four legs, a head 
and tail, even the lines of the shell be- 
ing sometimes distinct. Similar concre- 
tions of carbonate of iron and clay as- 
fiume the appearance of petrified pea- 
nuts. Break one, and yon will always 
find inside a small spiral winkle shell, 
which has served as the nucleus. A 
queer counterfeit of ihis kind, forward- 
ed to Washington not long ago, was an 
alleged fossil foot of a child, with a lit- 
tle stocking on, the latter showing signs 
of wear on the ball of the foot and on 
the heeL It was only a concretion, as 
was likewise what appeared to bo a pet- 
rifled oyster on the shell. 


One eminent scientist has been amus- 


ing himself of late by making imitation 
spider webs out of quarts fibers. It is 
well known that copper wire can be 
drav/n to a fineness much less than the 
thickness of a hair — in fact, to the di- 
ameter of the one- thousandth part of an 
inch. But glass may be spun finer than 
copper, while oven the finest spun glass 
is not so fine as silk fiber. The latter, 
however, is coarso compared with the 
threads that can be obtained by melting 
quartz iruler a blowpipe and pulling it 
out. Su^h threads may bo reduced to a 


of one-millionth of an inch. 


Drav/u to snch tenuity, they sire invisi- 
ble under a microscope of tho highest 
power. Yet they arc stronger in propor- 
tion to their thickness than the best 
•inality of bar steel. Enough thread like 
this could ho made from a single cubic 
inch of quart/, to go around the- world 
G53 times. A grain of sand barely large 
enough to bo visible to tbo naked eye 
would yield 1,000 miles of thread. 


Ubvicuply no practical use can be 


mudo of threads so extremely fine. 
Comparatively coarse ones were woven 
into cobwebs by the scientist aforesaid. 
They would not catch flies because they 
were too slippery, having no gluten on 
rhc:y», like real cobwebs. This difficulty 
was got over by moistening a straw in 
cantor oil aud gently stroking tho threads 
wirh it; then the webs captured flieg 
fiiirJy well. But a cobweb is incomplete 
without :•. hpider, so it occurred to the 
experimenter to attract an arachnid to 
hi;i web by the buzzing of a fly. It was 
difiicult to niako a fly buzz to order, but 
a satisfactory imitation was produced 
by permitting a tuning fork to vibrato 
against the quartz fibers. This fetched 
tho spider right away. The scientist also 
amused himself with blowing bubbles 
of quartz, which looked exactly liko 
the most 
'beautiful 
soap bubbles. —

The Part and Future of » Great Country 


and Remarkable I'eople—Made Poor by 
the Spoliation of Foreigner* — English 
Language Coming Into General Use. 
We havo traveled more than 2,600 


tniles in India, have seen its grandest 
scenery, its largest and most interest- 
ing cities, its most fertile and some erf 
its desert regions. Wo have found in 
Delhi, Agra, Benares, Amour and Ah- 
madabad the best examples of Hindoo 
and 
Mohammedan architecture. 
Of 


course there is much we have not seen. 
The Dravittical temples of the south of 
India, remarkable for their size and 
elaborate decorations, best illustrated at 
Tanjore and Madura, we can only judge 
by small specimens seen at Madras and 
Pondi lierry. The wonderful cave tem- 
ples r r Ellora, Ajunta and many other 
place, we have got a fair conception of 
from that of Elephanta. 
One could 


spend years exploring India without ex- 
hausting its layers of civilization. 
We 


have endeavored to intelligently study, 
by observation and reading en route, 
trie ethnology, sociology and theology 
of the country. We have missed no op- 
portunity to talk with British officials 
and educated nativea 
We have looked 


into the work of the missionaries and 
come to the conclusion that they are do- 
ing a great deal of good, though not ex- 
actly in the way it is popularly under- 
stood at home. I think J may say that 
our travels in India have materially 
broadened our views of Asiatic history. 
Especially have we been impressed with 
the spectacle of an empire of 240,000,- 
000 people of different races and reli- 
gions, governed by a handful of Euro- 
peans, and in the main well governed, 
with a large measure of liberty, as per- 
fuot protection of life and property as is 
provided in the most civilized countries 
of Europe and increasing means of ed- 
ucation. The universities and colleges 
scattered over India are turning out an- 
nually thousands of educated natives. 
It is a curious fact that the Indian who 
speaks English speaks it without accent 
and rather better than the average of 
English or Americans. Nearly all of the 
schools above the primary grade teach 
English, and in the majority of them it 
is the medium of education. More than 
half of the native newspapers and peri- 
odicals, which are numerous and well 
conducted, are printed in English. 


I do not think it a wild prediction 


that English will be essentially the lan- 
guage of India a hundred years hence. 
It is curious to contemplate what will 
be the political result of the education 
of the Indian people. "Will they be con- 
tent, especially those of the Aryan race, 
capable of high development, with the 
shadow of a government which is some- 
times driven to its wits' ends with its 
own domestic problems, in a group of 
little islands 5,000 miles away? For the 
present I can scarcely conceive of a 
greater calamity for India than the fail- 
ure of Great Britain to hold and govern 
the country. It would be the signal for 
anarchy, which would entail the destruc- 
tion of the people and seriously obstruct 
the onward march of human progress. 


India is a poor country. Its fabulous 


wealth has been carried off by conquer- 
ors or gathered into colossal fortunes 
by the few rich. The great body of the 
people are miserably poor. They barely 
keep body and soul together and do not 
store up any vital force to resist disease. 
The failure of one crop entails wide- 
spread distress. The failure of two in 
succession means famine for millions. 
The government is doing something to 
improve the conditions. In the last five 
years canals have been built, increasing 
the area under irrigation about 26 per 
cent How much advantage the tiller of 
the soil gets from these improvements I 
do not know. The government costs too 
much, and the people are taxed to the 
limit of endurance. The British India 
civil service is called the best in the 
world. 
It is undoubtedly the most ex- 


pensive. It costs £11,000,000 ($55,- 
000,000) a year. 
The civil servant 


serves in various capacities, from a 
slerk to n lieutenant governor, for 25 
years, four of which are given for holi- 
days, and retires with a minimum pen- 
sion of £1,000 per annum. The cost of all 
this comes out of the Indian people, and 
their superfluous and customs rob them 
of » pare 
>_ / what is left. 


There aro grave problems in India 


and more to come, and to solve them 
will require all the talent which can be 
secured. It is doubtful whether the mer- 
chants of London, the manufacturers of 
Manchester or the hereditary aristocrats 
who are sent to hold vice regal courts in 
Calcutta will solve them in the interest 
of the people of India, who are today 
about the poorest fed, clothed and 
housed people on earth. Yet I cannot 
but think that these people are capable 
of great things in the future if they can 
be properly nourished and educated. 
Their bright, distinctly Aryan faces look 
out appealingly through surroundings 
of squalor and superstition and give 
promise of high development under fa- 
vorable conditions. 
Indeed we see 


splendid specimens of manhood among 
them today, and their graceful courtesy 
shames our ruder manners.—Cor. Bos- 
ton Herald.

In New York city there is an interesting 
collection of musical instruments of all 
cations, many of which belong to past 
centuries. They lie silently in the glass 
cases. The strings of mandolins and 
lutes that made sweet music in days 
gone by aro broken and twisted, and 
the fingers that once swept them have 
passed away, but still the air seems 
trembling with melody. Imagination 
pictures the banquet hall, the summer 
nights when the troubadour saug songs 
under his ladylove's window, or the 
Bedouin camp in the desert, where the 
flute and guitar were played during the 
evening hour of repose. There are in- 
struments here of all characters—rude 
violins and banjos fashioned by savage 
hands, and dainty lyres inlaid with gold 
and mother of pearl, instruments which 
havo played their part in ancient cere- 
monies in faraway India and China, in 
the castles of the middle ages and in the 
African wilderness. It is interesting to 
note that all nations have tried to make 
instruments to please the eye as well 
as to produce sweet sounds. The stringed 
instruments and flutes of savage races 
are often grotesque and even ugly to 
civilized eyes, but the poor savage did 
his best. 
He carved his instruments as 


well as he could and also adorned it 
with whatever precious trinkets he had 
in his possession.

Painters' Pickle. 


Painters' pickle is used for removing 


old paint. It ia useless to waste time 
and money applying good enamel paint 
over old paint, for it quickly cracka 
and grows shabby. Mix 1^ pounds of 
itouo potash, \%. to 2 pounds of soft 
soap and a half a pound of washing so- 
da together and stir into about a gal- 
lon of water. The pickle should then be 
boiled till the potash is melted. Apply 
this with a brush; then let it stand for 
several hours. Tho work must after- 
ward be washed thoroughly with strong, 
hot soda water, using no soap. Thia 
pickle may bo applied equally well hot 
ar cold. Great care must be taken in 
using the pickle, as it discolors the fln- 
'?or nails and takes the color out of any- 
thing it touches.—Boston Herald.

An Ordinance 
In 
Relation to 


Houses of Ill-fame. 


THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
ers of Washoe County, State of Nevada 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of any owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person what- 
ever any room or house to be kept or used 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of ill-fame or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within the corporation limits of 
the town of Reno, Nevada, except in that 
portion of said town east and south of the 
iire limits, in Block Y, us now established, 
and the lands south of First Street, north of 
the Truckee river, and east of the lire limits 
as now established, 


SBC 2. Any person violating Section one 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guiitv of a 
nuisance, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined in any sum not greater than ftvo 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned in the 
county jail of Washoe county for not exceed- 
ing bix months, or by both such iine and im- 
prisonment,
